Prisoners Executed

LONDON.—A report reaching 
The Jewish Times from Trieste 
described the wholesale execution 
by the Nazis of 280 Jewish war 
prisoners near the township of 
Bialo-Polona along the Russo- 
German border of occupied Poland. 
Last March, the dispatch states, 
1,100 released Jewish war pris- 
oners arrived in Poland from Nazi 
concentration camps. Of _ this 
group, 283 who were born in Rus- 
sian-occupied territory were 
brought to the Russian frontier. 


Soviet guards, however, refused to | 
admit them, saying they had been | 


instructed to let only mixed and 
not purely Jewish groups pass. 

The Nazi commissar of nearby 
Lublin refused to admit the war 
prisoners, asserting that the city 
was overcrowded. Thereupon, the 
commander of the transport. or- 
dered the Jewish soldiers to dig 
a mass grave near a forest and 
ordered the entire group machine- 
gunned. Only three members of 
the group escaped. 

Afterwards, the rabbi and com- 
munity leaders of the nearby town 
of Wiodwa were forced to sign 
a document stating that the sol- 
diers had frozen to death while 
on the way to the Soviet frontier.

The words of the 
king were but echoing what had 
been said millions of times before 
in the past seven years: “All civil- 
ization seems to have come to an 
end. I cannot understand how such 
terrible things can happen. I can 
no longer be sure of anything.” 

Yes, to see civilization restored 
is the hope of every Jew as it is 
of every other decent American. 
For Jews to be expedient to the 
point of seeming indifference does 
them no credit either as Ameri- 
cans or as Jews. We do want the 
allies to win this war for the sake 
of every decent thing that man- 
kind has gained on its long up- 
ward climb. 

The matter of Jews has become 
minor against the vast calamity 
with which the Hitler regime has 
overwhelmed mankind.

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The Editor’s Chair: 

I have placed in nomination for 
the board of the Jewish Commun- 
ity Center Association, three 
names. Although the persons 
whom I have nominated are quali- 
field and capable, my reason for 
drawing up the proper petitions, 
and then securing the signatures 
of five J. C. C. A. members, was 
entirely separate from these con- 
siderations. 

-Had these names not been pre- 
sented, the annual meeting would 
have had before it the names of 
nine persons for election to the 
board, nine persons named by the 
nominating committee. As a re- 
sult, since there were no alterna- 
tives, there actually would have 
been no election. Now there will 
be an election, and there will be 
at least twelve names from which 
to fill the nine vacancies. (In all 
twelve people are being elected, 
but as I understand it, three of 
these are automatically placed on 
the board by the Jewish Welfare 
Fund and do not have to go 
through an election at all.) 

However, my candidates are 
highly qualified. They are Jack 
Kammins, president of the B’nai 
Brith; Josh Fineberg, who has 
been president of everything in the 
Jewish youth field in Indiana, and 
Burton Kohn, who is retiring 
president of the Temple Young 
People’s League. 

You will notice that these are 
young men; they are at an age 
when they should be able to deal 
intelligently with the problems of 
the young people who attend 
Kirshbaum Center. 

I should say here that I think 
all the names brought out by the 
nominating committee are capable 
and intelligent, although it is well 
known that several of the persons 
nominated did not attend one 
board meeting last year, and oné 
person I think hasn’t been in at- 
tendance for three years. Had 
there been more than the nine 
names submitted, I would not even 
have presented any of my own. I 
am interested only in seeing that 
this organization of which I am a 
member is governed under the 
fullest democracy.

B’nai B’rith To Present Two Slates 


[pEctsIon of the Indianapolis Lodge of B’nai 

B’rith to present two slates to the members 
for election of officers for the ensuing year de- 
serves the very highest commendation. Although 
the constitution of the order prevents the presen- 
tation of two names for the office of president, at 
least two names will be offered for every other 
office in the lodge. In addition, nominations may 
be offered from the floor. 

It is obvious what the new move will mean. 
Election night, which this year has been set for 
Monday, June 10, will be one of the most impor- 
tant in the year, and where heretofore attend- 
ance at this meeting was more or less perfunc- 


tory, the June meeting should provide enough 
fireworks and interest to carry right over through 
the summer until the first fall meeting. And if 
anyone has any misgiving about a real contest, 
then his misgivings are against democracy and 
the democratic procedure. . 

As far as this paper is concerned, the new move 
of the B’nai B’rith tops one of the finest years in 
recent history of the local lodge. The new move, 
this paper believes, deserves national publicity, 
for it is a perfect indication of a growing demand 
within the lodge itself for more democracy in 
Jewish organization life. 


Should Givers, Amounts Be Published 


HERE has always been a division of opinion in 

the community as to the advisability of publi- 
cation of the list of contributors to the Jewish 
Welfare Fund and the amounts contributed. Pub- 
lication, of course, serves two purposes. It would 
give recognition to those who fulfill their obliga- 
tions to the Welfare Fund, and, at the same time, 
it would be a deterrent to those who, well able 
to give handsomely, include themselves some- 
where in the environs of the $25 group, knowing 
that their niggardliness and the hypocrisy will 
never be known, 

Those who object to publication have many 
good reasons on their side. As a compromise, the 
procedure followed in Louisville might be adopted. 
A list of all contributors is gotten up in pamphlet 


fcrm and mailed to all contributors. That one 
person in Louisville who gave $5 two years ago 
when he could well afford more gave $250 this 
years is a sample of the effect of publication ort 
many who are content to allow others to carry 
their burdens. 

Speaking at the report meeting Monday, Louis 
J. Borinstein, drive chairman, declared that the 
time will be soon at hand when those who fail to 
respond to the drive in amounts their income 
warrants will be ostracized socially and told to 
associate with those of their own kind who refuse 
to acknowledge their obligations. This indicates 
that there is a local problem. The Post believes 
that publication of a dignified pamphlet might be 
the solution. 


Rabbi Cohen’s Refusal Justified

from certain sections occupied by the Union 
troops, three separate delegations, one from 
Paducah, Ky., one from Louisville and one from 
Cincinnati, were en route all at the same time to 
Washington to protest to Abraham Lincoln 
against the injustice. That in almost all these 
cases, honest, upright and forthwith protest of 
the then almost insignificant Jewish population 
was invariably effective should serve as a prece- 
dent for present-day Jewish leaders. 

Anyone conversant with this history must ad- 
mire Rabbi J. X. Cohen, who is president of the 
New York board of Jewish ministers, in his re- 


fusal of an invitation of the International Busi- 
ness Machine Corporation to take part in its pro- 
gram for the promotion of peace at the World’s 
Fair on May 13. Rabbi Cohen’s full letter to 
Thomas T. Watson, president of the corporation, 
will be reprinted in the “@trrent Comment” next 
week. 

Some readers of this paper believe that a Jew 
is someone neither to be seen nor heard. As far 
as this paper is concerned, Rabbi Cohen has its 
full and solid support when he says: 

“Despite the auspices under which the meeting 
is to be held, as a self-respecting American citi- 
zen and rabbi, I cannot bring myself to partici- 
pate therein, although it be held in the putative 
interests of peace, seeing that its dominant figure 
is one who continues to hold a Hitler decoration, 
and by that token gives silent assent to all that 
Nazism has wrought of wrong and crime upon 
humanity.”
